Jlnnouncement  for  the  ^caiemic 
Bear  1913-1914 


"The  College  of  Physiuans  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario" 
is  the  name  adopted  by  the  Medical  Profession  of  the  Province 
of  Ontario  in  its  corporate  capacity.  As  every  legally  qualified 
medical  practitioner  in  the  Province  is  a  member  of  this  College, 
it  is  not  an  institution  for  the  teaching  of  medicine. 

The  Medical  Profession  of  Ontario  was  first  incorporated 
under  this  name  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  of  Canada,  passed  in 
1866.  This  Act  was  subsequently  repealed  by  the  Legislature  of 
Ontario  in  1869,  and  now  the  affairs  of  the  Profession  in  this 
Province  are  regulated  by  an  Act  passed  in  1874  (37  Vic,  Cap. 
30),  commonlv  known  as  the  "Ontario  Medical  Act,"  and  further 
amended  in  1887,  1891,  1893,  1895.  1902,  and  1905. 

By  this  Act,  the  "Council  of  the  College  of  Phy?icl\ns 
AND  Surgeons  of  Ontario"  is  empowered  and  directed  to  enact 
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ANNUAL  ANNOUNCEMENT. 

"by-laws  for  the  regulation  of  all  matters  connected  with  medical 
education ;  for  the  admission  and  enrolment  of  students  of  medi- 
cine; for  determining  from  time  to  time  the  curriculum  of  the 
studies  to  be  pursued  by  them,  and  to  appoint  a  Board  of  Exam- 
iners, before  whom  all  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination 
before  tiey  can  be  enrolled  as  members  of  the  College,  and  thus 
be  legally'  qualified  to  practise  their  profession  in  the  Province 
of  Ontario. 

The  Council,  moreover,  has-  power  and  authority  conferred 
"upon  it  by  this  Act  to  fix  the  terms  upon  which  practitioners 
of  medicine,  duly  qualified  in  other  countries,  may  be  admitted 
as  members  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  On- 
tario, this  being  the  only  mode  in  which  they  can  become  legally 
entitled  to  practise  their  profession  in  this  Province. 

For  the  information  and  guidance  of  students  of  medicine, 
the  Profession,  and  the  public  generally,  the  Council,  in  con- 
formity with  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  hereby  promulgates  for 
the  year  1913-1914  the  Regulatioxs  which  herein  follow,  repeal- 
ing all  others  heretofore  in  force.

REGULATfONS   FOR   1913-1914 


SECTION  I. 

MATRICULATION. 

Every  one  desirous  of  being  registered  as  a  matriculated 
student  in  the  Register  of  this  College,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided,  shall  be  required  to  pay  a  fee  of  twenty-five  dollars 
and  to  conform  to  the  following  regulations : 

Any  one  of  the  following  credentials  will  'be  accepted: 

1.  A  certificate  of  having  graduated  in  Arts  or  Science  in 
any  university  in  His  Majesty 's  Dominions,  or  any  other  univer- 
sity approved  of  by  this  Council. 

2.  A  certificate  from  the  Registrar  of  any  chartered  Cana- 
dian university  conducting  a  full  Arts  coursf",  that  the  holder 
thereof  has  passed  the  examination  conducted  at  the  end  of  the 
first  year  in  Arts  by  such  university. 

3.  A  certificate  of  having  passed  the  .ioint  university  9e»ior 
matriculation  examination  in  Arts  as  conducted  by  the  Educa- 
tion Department  of  Ontario. 

4.  A  certificate  of  having  passed  the  Senior  Arts  matricu- 
lation conducted  by  any  chartered  university  of  Canada. 

5.  A  certificate  of  having  passed  the  .joint  university  exam- 
ination for  junior  matriculation  in  Arts  conducted  by  the 
Education  Department  of  Ontario. 

6.  Matriculation  must  be  registered  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  the  Council,  preliminary  to  entrance  upon  medical 
studies. 

7.  The  Registrar  shall  send  to  each  High  School  and  Colle- 
giate Institute  in  Ontario  a  printed  copy  of  the  regulations 
governing  the  matriculation  requirements  of  this  Council,  with 
the  request  that  such  be  posted  in  the  High  School  or  Collegiate 
Institute.

SECTION  II. 
MEDICAL  CURRICULUM. 

1.  Every  student  must  spend  a  period  of  five  years  in  aetual 
professional  studies,  except  as  hereinafter  provided;  and  the 
prescribed  period  of  studies  shall  include  four  winter  sessions 
of  eight  month.Si  each,  and  a  fifth,  or  final  year,  to  be  devoted  to 
clinical  work. 

The  Registrar  of  this  Council  shall  he  required  to  exact  from 
each  candidate  a  certificate  from  his  College  Registrar,  that  he 
has  attended  lectures  for  a  full  term  of  eight  months  in  each 
session,  and  further  that  such  certificate  must  show  that  the 
candidate  has  attended  not  lessi  than  80  per  cent,  of  such  lec- 
tures, including  hospital  and  laboratory  work. 

2.  Graduates  in  Arts  or  Science  of  any  college  or  university 
recognized  by  the  Council  shall  be  permitted  to  present  them- 
selves for  their  examination  in  four  years,  provided  that  during 
such  course  two  years  have  been  spent  in  the  coursies  of  physics, 
chemistry,  biology  and  physiology,  and  examinations  passed  in 
these  subjects  while  taking  said  university  course. 

3.  Every  student  mus't  attend  the  undermentioned  course  in 
a  LTniversity,  College  or  School  of  Medicine  approved  of  by  the 
Council. 

Certificates  must  be  presented  for  the  full  nuni'ber  of  Clinical 
Lectures  required. 

Anatomy — Two  courses  of  eight  momths  each  in  descriptive 
and  practical  anatomy. 

Each  student  will  he  required  to  prove  that  he  has  carefutly 
dissected  the   entire  adult  human  body. 

Medical  and  Surgical  Anatomy — One  course  of  eight  months. 

Phy.siology — Two  courses  of  eight  moniths  each. 

Histology — One  course  of  eight  months. 

Chemistry — Two  courses  of  eight  months  t'ach. 

Medical  Physics — One  course  of  four  months. 

Materia  ]\[edica,  Pharmacy  and  Pharmacology — Two  courses 
of  four  months  each. 

Medicine — Two  courses  of  eight  month-s  each. 

Clinical  Medicine — Two  courses  of  eight  months  each. 
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Surgery — Two  courses  of  eight  months  each. 

Clinical  Surgery — Two  courses  of  eight  months  each. 

Midwifery — Two  courses  of  eight   months  each. 

Gynecology — On-e  course  of  eight  months. 

Pathology  and  Bacteriology — Two  courses  of  eight  months 
each. 

Diseases  of  Children — ^One  course  of  .six  months. 

Therapeutics — One  course  of  six  months,  including  Medical 
Electricity  and  Roentgen  Rays. 

Jurisprudence  and  Toxicology — One  course  of  four  months. 

Diseases  of  the  Eye.  Ear,  No.se  and  Throat — One  course  of 
four  months. 

Hygiene  and  Preventive  Medicine — One  course  of  four 
montJis. 

Psychiatry — One  course  of  two  months. 

4.  In  lieu  of  certificate  of  the  fifth  year  of  the  Medical 
Course  spent  at  an  approved  University,  Hospital  or  Medical 
School,  any  one  of  the  following  will  be  accepted: 

(a)  Certificate  of  having  performed  duties  of  Interne  for 
one  year  in  a  recognized  hospital. 

(Hospital  recognized  by  Grovernment  and  receiving  Grovern- 
ment  allowance.) 

(6)  Certificate  of  having  spent  one  year  as  assistant  to  a 
regularly  qualified  practitioner. 

{(■)  Certificates  of  having  spent  six  months  of  fifth  year  as 
assistant  to  a  regularly  qualified  practitioner,  and  other  six 
months  as  Interne  in  a  recognized  hospital. 

N.B. — Certificates  recognized  by  paragraphs  (a),  (&)  and 
(c),  when  presented,  must  be  accompanied  by  Affidavit  on  a 
recognized  form,  duly  and  properly  executed  by  the  person 
from  whom  the  certificate  is  procured.  Blank  forms  of  these 
certificates  are  obtainable  from  the  Registrar. 

The  minimum  requirements  of  clinical  lectures  by  the  staff 
of  a  recognized  hospital  or  at  a  medical  school  are  as  follows: 

(a)   Twenty-five  lectures  or  demonstrations  in  Surgery. 

(&)   Twenty -five  lectures  or  demonstrations  in  Medicine. 

(c)  Twenty-five  lectures  or  demonstrations  in  Obstetrics  and 
GjTiecology. 

((/)  Twenty-five  lectures  or  demonstrations  in  Clinical  Mi- 
croscopy (including  I>ine  Analysis.  Blood  examinations,  etc.) 
and  Autopsy  work. 
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(e)  One  month  in  practical  dispensing. 

(/)  Twenty-five  lectures  or  demonstrations  in  Ophthalmol- 
ogy, Otology  and  Rhinology  and  Laryngology. 

(g)  Ten  practical  demonstrations  in  the  administration  of 
anesthetics. 

(h)  Attendance  on  ten  cases  of  Midwifery. 

5.  Course  prescribed  for  Homeopathic  students: 

Candidates  wishing  to  be  registered  as  Homeopathists  must 
conform  with  the  requirements  regarding  matriculation  as 
found  in  Section  1. 

Such  candidates  must  also  have  complied  with  the  full  cur- 
riculum of  studies  prescribed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Council 
for  all  medical  students,  but  the  full  time  of  attendance  upon 
lectures  and  hospitals  required  by  the  curriculum  of  the  Council 
may  be  spent  in  such  Homeopathic  Medical  Colleges  in  the 
United  States  or  Europe  as  may  be  recognized  by  a  majority  of 
the  Homeopathic  members  of  the  Council,  and  when  such  teach- 
ing body  has  been  established  in  Ontario,  it  shall  be  optional  for 
such  candidates  to  pursue  in  part  or  in  full  the  required  curricu- 
lum in  Ontario. 

6.  Graduates  in  medicine  from  recognized  colleges  outside 
the  Dominion  of  Canada  who  desire  to  qualify  themselves  for 
registration  must  conform  to  the  matriculation  required  by  the 
Council;  and  must  attend  one  or  more  full  winter  course  of 
lectures  in  one  of  the  regular  medical  schools  in  Ontario,  and 
must  complete  fully  the  practical  and  clinical  curriculum  re- 
quired by  the  Council,  and  shall  pass  before  the  examiners  ap- 
pointed by  the  Council  all  the  examinations  hereinafter  pre- 
scribed. 

7.  British  registered  medical  practitioners  will  be  registered 
on  passing  the  professional  examination  and  paying  all  necessary 

fees. 


SECTION  in. 
EXAMINATIONS. 


1.  There  shall   be  one   Examination   held    by    the    Medical 
Council,  and  that  at  the  end  of  the  fifth  year. 
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2.  Every  applicant  for  this  examination  must  be  a  graduate 
of  an  approved  Medical  College,  and  must  present  certilieates  of 
attendance  covering  a  period  of  five  years,  except  as  provided  in 
paragraph  2,  section  II. 

3.  The  following  shall  be  the  subjects  for  said  examination: 

(1)  Medicine. 

(2)  Surgery. 

(3)  Midwifery  and  Diseases  of  Women. 

4.  The  examination  shall  consist  of  two  examinations  on 
each  subject:    (1)   ''written"  and  (2)   "oral"  and  "clinical." 

5.  Sixtj'"  per  cent,  of  the  marks  will  be  required  to  pass  in" 
each  subject.  A  Candidate  must  take  all  three  subjects  at  one 
examination,  but  he  will  only  be  required  to  pass  subsequently 
on  any  subject  or  subjects  on  which  he  has  failed. 

6.  The  examinations  shall  be  held  at  Toronto,  Kingston  and 
London,  annually,  at  such  time  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Annual 
By-law.  There  shall  also  be  a  Fall  Examination  at  the  City  of 
Toronto,  beginning  the  first  Tuesday  in  November,  1913,  for 
candidates  who  have  failed  in  one  or  more  subjects  at  the 
Annual  Examination. 

7.  Candidates  who  intend  to  be  examined  by  the  Homeo- 
pathic Examiners  shall  signify  their  intention  to  the  Registrar 
at  least  two  weeks  previous  to  the  announcement  of  the"  exami- 
nations, due  notice  of  which  must  be  given  to  examiner  by 
Registrar.  Homeopathic  students  are  to  be  examined  by  exam- 
iners approved  by  a  majority  of  the  Homeopathic  members  of 
the  Council. 


SECTION  IV.— FEES. 

1.  The  following  scale  of  fees  has  been  established  by  the 
Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons : 

(a)   Registration  of  matriculation   $25  00 

(&)   The  Medical  Council  examination,  in-cluding  reg- 
istration for  license 75  00 
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This  is  not  to  affect  any  student  \vho  is  registered  prior  to 
1st  of  July,  1889.  These  fees  are  to  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  before  each  examination. 

(c)   Registration  of  additional  degrees  or  titles 2  00 

This  fee  is  only  payable  when  the  additional  titles  are  regi^ 
tered  at  different  times,  but  any  number  of  such  titles  as  are 
allowed  to  he  registered  may  be  put  on  record  at  the  first  regis- 
tration fee. 

id)   Diploma  of  membership  of  the  College 5  00 

This  diploma  is  granted  free  of  charge  to  all  those  mem'bers 
of  the  College  who  attain  their  membership  by  passing  the  ex- 
aminations of  the  College.  All  other  members  may  obtairu  it  on 
application  to  the  Registrar  and  paying  the  above-named  fee  to 
the  Treasurer. 

(e)  Annual  assessment  due  by  members  of  the  College  for 
each  year,  payable  to  the  Registrar 2  00 

This  fee  is  payable  by  every  member  of  the  College  of  Physi- 
cians and  Surgeons  of  Ontario. 

(/)   Fee  payable  for  certificate  of  registration  re  eligi- 
bility of  candidates  for  examination  of  the  Domin- 
•  ion  Medical  Council   25  00 

(g)  Fee  payable  for  certificate  re  date  of  registration 
and  good  standing  of  licentiate  in  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  for  registra- 
tion with  the  Dominion  Medical  Council  in  con- 
nection with  the  issuance  by  this  College  to  such 
licentiate  of  certificate  to  enable  him  to  register 
with  the  Dominion  Medical  Council 5  00 

2.  All  fees,  excepting  the  annual  assessment,  must  be  paid  in 
lawful  money  of  Canada  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  College. 

3.  No  candidate  will  be  admitted  to  any  examination  until 
the  fee  for  such  examination  is  paid  in  full. 

4.  Candidates  who  have  failed  in  any  professional  examina- 
tion in  one  or  more  subjects  shall  be  allowed  to  take  the  next 
ensuing  examination,  but  if  such  examination  take  place  in  the 
Fall  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  twenty-five  dollars  ($25.00)  shall  be 
required  for  same. 
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SECTION  V. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

Rules  for  the  guidance  of  the  Registrar  and  the  Board  of 
lExamdners: 

1.  The  Registrar  or  a  Deputy  Registrar  must  be  present  at 
-every  examination,  and  each  student  must  produce  evidence 
satisfactory  to  the  Registrar  or  Deputy  Registrar  of  his  identifi- 
■cation. 

2.  At  the  end  of  each  written  examination'  upon  any  subject,- 
the  answers  to  the  questions  are  to  ^be  handed  to  the  Registrar, 
•who  will  open  the  envelopes,  in  which  they  are  hereinafter 
directed  to  'be  enclosed,  and  to  each  set  of  papers  afifix  a  number 
"by  which  the  author  mil  be  known  to  the  Examiners  during  the 
examination.  The  Registrar  will  then  deliver  the  papers  to  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  appointed  by  the  Council 
to  examine  upon  any  subject. 

3.  The  papers  when  delivered  to  the  membei's  of  the  Board 
-of  Examiners  appointed  by  the  Council  to  examine  on  the  sub- 
ject, are  to  be  by  them  examined,  and  the  relative  value  of 
answers  marked  ib}'  means  of  numbers  on  a  blank  form  which 
^ill  be  furnished  to  them  by  the  Registrar. 

4.  The  percentage  in  all  subjects  of  the  Professional  Exam- 
inations shall  range  from  0  to  100.  of  which  60  per  cent,  will 
l>e  required  to  pass  in  each  subject. 

5.  The  value  awarded  iby  the  Examiners  to  the  answers  of 
-candidates  and  confirmed  by  the  Board  of  Examiners  is  not  to 
be  subject  to  revision,  except  by  the  Council,  who  may  have  the 
papers  re-read  and  revised  when  special  cases  of  hardship  may 
seem  to  have  occurred. 

6.  The  Examiner  shall  return  the  schedule  to  the  Registrar, 
with  values  inserted,  within  fifteen  days  of  the  close  of  exam- 
inations on  his  subject.  From  these  values  a  general  schedule 
shall  be  prepared  by  a  chartered  accountant  associated  with  the 
Registrar,  which  schedule  shall  be  inspected  and  signed  by  the 
President  before  the  results  are  announced. 

7.  The  Registrar,  in  notifying  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Examiners,  will  direct  attention  to  the  following  instructions,  a 
copy  of  which  he  shall  enclose: 
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(a)  In  preparation  of  questions  Examiners  will  coutine  them- 
selves to  the  principles  common  to  the  standard  text-books. 

(6)  In  referring  to  diseases  or  operations  of  any  kind  the 
name  of  such  disease  or  operation  most  commonly  in  use  must  be 
employed,  and  the  examiners  shall  refrain  as  far  as  possible  from 
the  use  of  proper  names  and  ambiguous  questions. 

(c)  In  the  preparation  of  the  paper,  that  opposite  each  ques- 
tion should  be  placed  the  value  of  a  full  and  correct  answer 
thereof — the  whole  of  such  numbers  to  amount  to  100. 

(d)  In  the  reading  of  papers  the  Examiners  shall  mark  in 
colored  pen<?il  what  they  regard  as  the  numerical  value  of  the 
answer  given. 

(e)  The  oral  and  clinical  examinations  are  to  be  made  as 
practical,  demonstrative  or  clinical  as  possible,  and  shall  at  least 
occupy  thirty  minutes. 

(/)  Candidates  shall  be  known  to  the  Examiners  by  numbers 
only. 

(g)  There  shall  be  two  Examiners  in  each  subject  who  shall 
conjointl}^  set  and  examine  each  paper  and  conjointly  examine 
the  student  in  the  "Oral  and  Clinical"  Examination. 

(h)  The  Examiners  will  meet  at  close  of  the  examination  for 
consultation  and  consideration  of  reports  before  these  are  for- 
warded to  the  Registrar. 

8.  Candidates  for  oral  examinations  will  be  divided  into 
classes  alphabetically,  and  notified  of  the  time  at  which  they 
shall  present  themselves  for  examination.  Such  students  shall 
wait  in  an  adjoining  room,  and  appear  before  the  Examiners 
when  summoned. 

9.  No  teacher  shall  be  eligible  for  appointment  as  an  exam- 
iner in  the  subject  which  he  teaches. 

10.  The  Examiners  in  each  subject  shall  meet  at  a  conven- 
ient point  to  prepare  the  examination  papers,  and  shall  send 
each  paper  to  the  Registrar  by  registered  mail  at  least  two 
weeks  before  the  date  of  examination.  (The  Examiners  shall 
approve  of  proofs  before  printing.) 
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SECTION  VI. 

HULES  FOR  CANDIDATES  IN  THE  EXAMINATION 

HALL. 

1.  Each  candidate  shall  receive  from  the  Registrar  a  pro- 
gramme containing  a  list  of  subjects  upon  which  the  candidate 
is  to  be  examined,  and  it  will  admit  him  to  the  examination  hall 
during  the  progress  of  the  examinations  upon  such  subjects,  but 
at  no  other  time. 

2.  Candidates  must  write  the  answers  to  the  questions  given 
by  the  examiner®  legibly  and  neatly  upon  one  side  of  each  page 
of  a  book,  which  will  be  furnished  to  each  candidate,  and  the 
numiber  given  with  each  question  is  to  be  put  at  the  head  of  the 
answer  to  it,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  have  the  first  page  facing 
outward  to  the  view ;  the  papers  then  to  be  folded  once  and  en- 
closed in  an  envelope,  on  the  outside  of  which  each  candidate  is 
to  write  his  name.  The  packet  is  then  to  be  handed  to  the 
Hegistrar  or  his  deputy.  Neither  signature,  number  or  sign,  by 
which  the  writer  could  be  recognized  by  the  Examimer,  is  to  'be 
written  or  marked  on  any  portion  of  the  book  to  be  enclosed  in 
the  envelope. 

3.  The  questions  of  the  Examiners  in  the  Homeopathic  sub- 
jects will  be  handed,  at  the  beginning  of  the  general  examination 
on  the  same  subject,  by  the  Registrar  or  deputy,  to  such  candi- 
dates as  have  given  him  notice  in  accordance  with  Section  III., 
sf[Xb  sec.  7. 

They  shall  write  the  answers  to  these  questions  in  the  same 
hall  with  the  other  candidates,  and  hand  their  paper,  when  fin- 
ished, to  the  Registrar  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  for  other 
candidates,  to  be  by  him  given  for  examination  to  the  Homeo- 
pathic member  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  appointed  to  examine 
•on  that  subject. 

4.  No  candidate  will  be  allowed  to  leave  the  hall  after  the 
questions  are  given  out,  until  his  answers  have  been  handed  in. 

5.  No  one  shall  be  allowed  in  the  hall  during  the  hours  of 
examination,  except  those  who  are  actually  undergoing  examina- 
tion, or  members  or  the  Council  or  officials  connected  therewith. 

6.  Any  candidate  who  may  have  brought  any  book  or  refer- 
•ence  paper  in  the  hall  must  deposit  it  with  the  Registrar  before 
the  examination  begins. 
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7.  Candidates  must  not  communicate  with  each  other  while 
examinations  are  going  on,  either  by  writing,  signs,  words,  or  in 
any  manner  whatever. 

8.  Candidates  must  at  all  times  bear  themselves  toward  the 
Registrar  or  Deputy  and  Examiners  with  the  utmost  deference 
and  respect;  and  they  will  not  be  permitted  in  any  manner  to 
manifest  approbation  or  disapprobation  of  any  member  of  the 
Board  of  Examiners  during  the  progress  of  the  examination. 

9.  Candidates  must  not  only  conduct  themselves  with  decorum 
while  an  examination  is  going  on,  but  they  will  be  held  strictly 
responsible  for  any  impropriety  of  conduct  during  the  whole 
progress  both  of  the  written  and  the  oral  examinations. 

10.  Any  infraction  of  the  above  rules  will  lead  to  the  ex- 
clusion of  the  candidate  who  is  guilty  of  it,  from  the  remainder 
of  the  examination;  and  he  will  not  receive  credit  for  any  ex- 
amination papers  which  may  have  been  handed  to  the  Registrar 
or  Deputy  previous  to  his  'being  detected  in  such  misconduct. 

11.  And  he  may  be  debarred  from  further  privileges,  at  the' 
discretion  of  the  Council.

By-Law  No.  3. 

Rules  and  Regulations  for  conducting  the  proceedings  of  the 
Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
Ontario. 

Whereas  the  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Sur- 
geons of  Onta.rio  are  empowered,  under  Section  12,  Chap.  176, 
R.S.O.  1897,  to  pass  By-laws  and  make  Rules  and  Regulations 
for  its  government; 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  that : 

The  Council  shall  hold  one  session  annually  in  the  City  of 
Toronto,  commencing  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  July,  1912,  at  the 
hour  of  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  The  Executive  Committee 
may  at  any  time  call  a  special  session,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  President  to  call  a  .special  session  upon  receiving  a  requisi- 
tion on  that  behalf,  signed  by  not  less  than  one-half  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council.  No  business  shall  be  taken  up  at  a  special 
session  except  that  for  which  the  session  has  been  called,  and  of 
which  each  member  has  been  notified. 

Section  2. — Officers. 

1.  The  Officers  of  the  Council  shall  be  a  President,  Vice- 
President,  Registrar,  Treasurer,  Public  Prosecutor.  Auditor  and 
Solicitor,  and  such  others  as  the  Council  may  deem  necessarj*. 
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2.  The  officers  shall  be  elected  after  nomination  by  open  vote, 
the  vote  being  taken  on  the  nominees  in  the  order  in  which  they 
were  nominated.  In  case  of  a  tie  the  presiding  officer  shall  give 
the  easting  vote,  pix)vided  that  at  the  first  meeting  of  a  new 
Council  the  tie  for  the  offiae  of  President  shall  be  decided  by  the 
member  present  representing  the  greatest  number  of  registered 
practitioners.  When  only  one  candidate  is  nominated  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  presiding  officer  to  declare  him  duly  elected. 


Sectiox  3 — Organization. 

1.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  new  Council  the  Registrar  shall 
call  the  Council  to  order,  read  over  the  names  of  the  members, 
and  shall  call  on  the  Council  to  eleot  a  Committee  on  Credentials, 
and  upon  the  reception  and  adoption  of  the  Committee's  Report 
the  Registrar  shall  call  upon  the  Council  to  elect  a  President. 
At  all  other  annual  sessions  of  the  Council  the  President  (and 
in  his  absence  the  Vice-President)  shall  take  the  chair  and  pre- 
side at  the  election  of  officers.  In  the  absence  of  both  these 
officers  the  Council  shall  elect  a  Chairman. 

2,  The  first  business  after  the  organization  of  the  Council  and 
the  election  of  officeirs  shall  be  the  appointment  of  a  Committee 
to  nominate  the  Standing  Committees. 


Section  4 — Committees. 
1.  The  Standing  Committees  shall  be  the  following: 

(a)  Registration,  consisting  of  five  members. 

(6)  Education,  consisting  of  nine  members. 

(c)  Finance,  consisting  of  five  members. 

(d)  Rules  and  Regulations,  consisting  of  seven  members. 

(e)  Printing,  consisting  of  five  members. 

(/)   On  Complaints,  consisting  of  five  mem'bers. 
(g)  On  Property,  consisting  of  five  members. 

And  the  following  Statutory  Committees: 

(h)   Executive,  consisting  of  three  members. 
(t)    On    Discipline,    consisting   of    not    less    than    three 
members. 
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2.  The  President  and  Vice-President  shall  be  ex  officio  mem- 
bers of  all  committees  of  the  Council,  standing  and  special,  ex- 
cept Committee  on  Discipline  and  Executive  Committee. 

3.  A  majority  of  the  members  of  any  committee  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum  providing-  that  the  said  quorum  be  not  less  than, 
three  members. 


Section  5 — Rules  of  Order. 

1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  (except  as 
otherwise  directed  in  clause  2  of  section  2),  call  the  Council  to 
order  at  the  hour  appointed,  cause  the  minutes  of  preceding  meet- 
ing to  be  read,  confirmed  and  signed. 

2.  In  the  absence  of  the  President,  the  Vice-President  shall 
discharge  the  duties  of  the  President,  and  in  the  absence  of  both 
a  Chairman  pro  tern  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Council. 

3.  The  presiding  officer  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum 
during  each  session  of  the  Council,  and  protect  the  members  in 
the  enjoyment  of  their  rights  and  privileges.  He  shall  decide  aU 
questions  of  order,  giving  his  reasons  for  such  decision,  and  cit- 
ing the  rule  applicable  to  the  case,  subject,  however,  to  an  appeal 
to  the  Council,  and  in  ease  of  an  appeal  it  shall  be  put  by  the 
presiding  officer  in  the  following  words:  *' Shall  the  chair  be 
sustained?" 

4.  All  questions  of  order  upon  which  an  appeal  has  been 
made  from  the  decision  of  the  presiding  officer  shall  be  decided 
by  a  direct  vote  of  the  Council,  without  debate. 

5.  The  presiding  officer  shall  declare  all  votes:  but.  if  any 
members  demands  it,  such  presiding  officer,  without  further  de- 
bate on  the  question,  shall  require  the  members  voting  in  the 
affirmative  and  negative,  respectively,  to  stand  until  they  are 
counted,  and  he  shall  then  declare  the  result.  At  the  request  of 
any  two  members  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  taken  and  recorded. 

6.  The  presiding  officer  shall  not  give  any  other  that  a  cast- 
ing vote,  but  he  may  express  his  opinion  on  any  subject  under 
debate,  and  when  .so  doing  he  shall  leave  the  chair. 
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7.  The  presiding  officer  shall  consider  a  motion  to  adjourn  as 
always  in  order;  but  no  second  motion  to  the  same  effect  shall  be 
made  until  after  some  intermediate  business  has  been  trans- 
acted.   This  motion  must  be  put  without  debate. 


Section  6 — Members  Speaking. 

1.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate  he  shall 
rise  in  his  place  and  address  the  presiding  officer,  confining  him- 
self to  the  question  under  debate,  and  avoiding  personalities. 

2.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time  the 
presiding  officer  shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

3.  No  member,  while  speaking,  shall  l)e  interrupted  by  an- 
other, except  upon  a  point  of  order,  or  for  the  purpose  of  expla- 
nation. The  member  so  rising  shall  confine  himself  strictly  to 
the  point  of  order,  or  the  explanation. 

4.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress  the 
rules,  the  presiding  officer  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  him  to 
order,  in  which  case  the  member  so  called  shall  immediately  sit 
down,  unless  permitted  to  explain. 

5.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  upon  any  motion, 
except  the  proposer  of  the  substantive  motion,  who  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  reply;  nor  shall  any  member  speak  longer  than  a 
quarter  of  an  hour  on  the  same  question  without  the  permission 
of  the  Council,  except  in  explanation,  and  he  must  then  not 
introduce  new  matter. 

6.  Any  member  of  the  Couneil  may  require  the  question 
under  discussion  to  be  read  at  any  time  of  the  debate,  but  not  so 
as  to  interrupt  the  speaker. 

7.  When  the  matter  under  consideration  contains  distinct 
propositions,  under  the  request  of  any  member,  the  vote  upon 
each  proposition  shall  be  taken  separately, 

8.  No  member  shall  speak  to  any  question  after  the  same 
has  been  put  by  the  presiding  officer. 
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9.  Notices  shall  be  given  of  all  motions  for  introducing  ne'W 
matter  other  than  matters  of  privilege  and  petitions  at  a  previous 
meeting  to  that  at  which  it  comes  up  for  discussion,  unless  dis- 
pensed \\'ith  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present.  Any 
matter  when  once  decided  by  the  Council  shall  not  be  reintro- 
duced during  that  session,  unless  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
Council  tJien  present. 

10.  A  motion  must  be  put  in  writing  and  seconded  before  it 
is  stated  by  the  presiding  officer,  and  then  shall  be  disposed  of 
only  by  a  vote  of  the  Council,  unless  the  mover,  by  permission  of 
the  Council,  withdraws  it.  Every  member  present  shall  vote 
unless  excused  by  the  Council. 

11.  At  the  close  of  the  annual  session  the  minutes  of  the  last 
meeting  shall  be  read,  approved  and  signed  by  the  presiding- 
officer. 

12.  In  all  cases  not  provided  for  by  these  rules,  resort  shall 
be  had  to  the  procedure  of  Parliament. 

13.  The  Registrar  shall  make  a  list  of  all  motions  and  reports 
on  the  table,  in  the  order  in  which  they  were  received,  which 
shall  be  considered  the  '  *  General  Orders  of  the  Day. ' '  The  order 
of  the  same  to  be  as  follows : 


Section  7 — General  Orders  of  the  Day. 

1.  Calling  names  of  members  and  marking  them  as  present: 
or  absent. 

2.  Reading  of  the  minutes. 

3.  I?eading  of  communications,  petitions,  etc. 

4.  Reception  of  reports  of  committees. 

5.  Notice  of  motion. 

6.  Motions  of  which  notice   has  been  given   at   a   previous 
meeting. 

7.  Inquiries. 

8.  Consideration  of  reports. 
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9.  Unfinished  business  from  previous  meeting. 

10.  Miscellaneous  business. 

All  resolutions  and  reports  must  be  taken  up  as  they  appear 
in  the  Order  of  the  Day,  and  no  variation  of  the  foregoing  order 
of  business  shall  be  permitted,  except  by  consent  of  the  Council. 


Section  8 — Motions  and  Qltistions. 

1.  No  motion  except  to  adjourn  shall  be  introduced  unless 
ilie  same  be  written  in  ink  and  contains  the  names  of  the  mover 
and  seconder. 

2.  Every  motion  shall  be  read  by  the  mover,  standing  in  his 
place:  thereafter  it  shall  be  handed  to  the  presiding  officer,  who 
shall  read  and  .submit  it  to  the  Council. 

3.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  other  motion  shall  be 
•entertaiaed  except  a  motion  to  amend,  to  commit,  to  postpone,  or 
io  lay  on  the  table,  or  a  motion  for  the  previous  question,  or  for 
adjournment,  which  last  shall  always  be  in  order,  except  when 
"the  Council  is  in  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

4.  Amendments,  whether  in  Committee  or  in  Council,  shall 
T)e  submitted  to  tlie  vote  Ijefore  the  original  motion,  in  the  in- 
Terse  order  in  which  they  are  moved. 

5.  A  motion  for  commitment,  until  it  is  decided,  shall  pre- 
clude all  amendments  to  the  main  question. 

6.  A  motion  to  postpone  shall  include  a  day  to  be  named  for 
"the  further  consideration  of  the  question. 

7.  A  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  taken  wdthout  debate ; 
when  it  prevails  the  subject  matter  shall  not  be  revived  during 
the  session  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Council. 

8.  The  "previous  questions,"  until  it  is  decided,  shall  pre- 
clude all  amendme.nts  of  the  main  question,  and  shall  be  put. 
without  debate,  in  the  following  words:  "Shall  the  main  ques- 
tion be  now  put?"  If  this  motion  be  resolved  in  the  affirmative, 
the  original  question  is  to  be  put  forthwith,  without  any  amend- 
ments or  debate. 

9.  Whenever  the  presiding  officer  shall  consider  that  a 
motion  in  possession  of  the  Council  is  contrary  to  the  rules  of 
the  Council,  or  inconsistent  with  the  report  or  other  matter  to 
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which  it  was  intended  to  refer,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  rule  it  out 
of  order. 


Section  9 — Committees. 

1.  AVhen  a  committee  presents  its  report  it  shall  be  received 
without  motion  or  debate.  On  reaching  the  order  of  business, 
' '  The  Consideration  of  Reports, ' '  the  reports  previously  received 
shall  be  taken  up  in  order  of  their  reception,  and  may  be  acted 
on  directly  by  the  Council,  or  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole. 

2.  On  motion  of  any  member  the  Council  may  resolve  itself 
into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  for  the  consideration  of  a  by-law, 
report  or  other  matter,  when  the  presiding  officer  shall  leave  the 
chair,  naming  a  member  to  act  as  Ohairman  of  the  Committee. 
As  Chairman  of  the  "Committee  of  the  Whole  he  shall  have  the 
same  authority  in  Committee  as  the  President  in  the  chair  of  the 
Council. 

3.  When  any  report  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  is  sub- 
mitted to  the  Council,  as  provided  in  the  preceding  rule,  it  shall 
'be  either  adopted  or  rejected,  or  referred  back  to  committee 
with  instructions  to  amend  or  postpone  to  a  time  to  be  fixed  for 
asking  the  concurrence  of  the  Council. 

4.  The  rules  of  this  Council  ^hall  be  observed  in  Committee 
of  the  Whole,  except  the  rules  respecting  the  yeas  and  nays  and 
limiting  the  number  of  times  of  speaking ;  and  the  motion  for  the 
previous  question  or  for  an  adjournment  can  be  received ;  but  a 
member  may  at  any  time  move  that  the  committee  now  rise,  or 
that  it  shall  rise  and  report  progress. 

5.  On  motion  in  committee  to  rise,  or  to  rise  and  report  pro- 
gress, the  question  s!hall  be  decided  without  debate. 

6.  Committees  appointed  to  report  on  any  subject  referred 
to  them  by  the  Council  shall  report  a  statement  of  facts  and  also 
their  opinion  thereon  in  writing,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Chairman  to  sign  and  present  the  report. 

7.  All  petitions  and  communications  on  any  subject  within 
the  cognizance  of  the  standing  committee  shall,  on  presentation, 
be  referred  by  the  presiding  officer  to  the  proper  committee 
without  any  motion;  but  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  Council, 
by  a  two-thirds  vote,  to  enter  upon  the  immediate  consideration 
thereof. 
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8.  Every  loember  who  shall  introduce  a  petition  or  motion 
'tapon  any  subject  which  may  be  referred  to  a  select  committee' 

appointed  to  consider  such  motion  or  petition,  shall  during  the 
sittings  of  the  Council  be  one  of  the  committee,  without  being 
named  by  the  Council,  and  shall  be  the  convener  of  the  said 
committee. 

9.  Any  member  of  the  Council  may  be  placed  upon  a  com- 
:mittee  notwithstanding  the  absence  of  such  member  at  the  time 
«of  liis  being  named  to  such  a  committee. 


Section  10 — Duties  of  the  Committees. 

1.  Educational     Committee — The     Educational     Committee 
shall  have  super^'ision  of  the  curriculum  and  all  matter  pertain- 
ing tliereto.  and  to  the  examination  of  those,  who  seek  for  regis- 
tration. 

2.  Financial    Committee. — The    Financial    Committee    shall 

-have  the  supervision  of  the  fiscal  concerns  of  the  Council,  and 

-Teport  the  condition  of  the  various  funds.     It  shall  prepare  and 

report   a   detailed  statement  of  the  estimates  required  by  the 

Council.     It  shall  consider  and  report  on  all  matters  referred  to 

,the  committee  'by  the  Council. 

3.  Registration     Committee — The     Registration     Committe'e 
..sh'all  examine  and  report  upon  all  applications  for  registration 

as  matriculates  or  as  practitioners.     It  shall  also  examine  the^ 
registers  pertaining  to  the  same,  and  all  matters  generally  coii- 
-eerning  registration. 

4.  Complaints  Committee — The  Complaints  Committee  shall 
ideal  with  all  appeals  against  the  decision  of  the  examiners,  and 
complaints  against  the  Council  or  its  otficers. 

5.  Property  Committee — The  Property  Committee  shall, 
supervise  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  College  building  and  its 
requirements.  ^ 

6.  Rules  and  Regulations — The  Rules  and  Regulations  Com- 
mittee sliall  consider  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  Council. 

7.  Printing  Committee — The  Printing  Committee  shall  have 
supervision  over  all'  steaiographie  work  and  printing  required  by 
the  Council. 
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8.  Discipline  Committee. — The  Discipline  Committee  shall 
consider  all  complaints  against  members  of  the  College  of  Phy- 
sicians and  Surgeons  that  may  be  referred  to  it  by  the  Council, 
and  shall  be  governed  in  its  procedure  by  the  Statute  in  that 
hehalf. 

9.  Executive  Committee — The  Executive  Committee  shall 
take  cognizance  of,  and  action  upon,  all  such  matters  as  may 
require  immediate  interference  or  attention  between  the  adjourn- 
ment of  the  Council  and  the  next  meeting. 


Section  11. — By-Laws. 

1.  Every  Bill  shall  be  introduced  upon  motion  for  leave, 
specifying  the  title  of  the  Bill,  or,  upon  motion,  to  appoint  a 
-committee  to  prepare  and  bring  in  a  Bill. 

2.  No  Bills  shall  be  introduced  either  in  blank  or  imperfect 
shape. 

3.  Every  Bill  shall  receive  three  several  readings. 

4.  The  question  that  this  Bill  be  now  read  a  first  time  shall 
be  decided  without  amendment  or  debate,  and  every  Bill,  after 
receiving  a  second  reading,  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee 
of  the  Whole. 

5.  Each  clause,  the  title  and  the  preamble,  shall  be  consid- 
ered and  passed  upon  in  Committee  of  the  "Whole,  and  the  Bill 
shall  be  read  a  third  time  in  Council,  signed  by  the  President 

and  the  Registrar,  and  s-ealed  with  the  corporate  seal. 

« 

6.  The  Registrar  shall  endorse  on  all  Bills  the  dates  of  the 
several  readings,  and  be  responsible  for  correctness  in  case  of 
amendment. 

7.  Every  by-law  which  has  been  passed  by  the  Council 
shall  be  published  by  number  only  in  the  next  Annual  An- 
nouncement.

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By-Law  No.  4 


That  this  By-law  shall  apply  to  the  payment  of  members  of 
Council,  members  of  Committees,  members  of  Board  of  Exam- 
iners and  Officials. 

Whereas,  power  has  been  granted  to  the  Medical  Council  of 
the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  to  fix  the 
amount  to  be  paid  to  its  members  and  officers,  under  sections  12 
and  13  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  be  it  therefore  enacted,  and 
it  is  herby  enacted : 

1.  That  the  Sessional  indemnity  for  members  this  Session 
be  $100,  together  with  $10  for  every  half-day  occupied  in  trav- 
elling from  their  place  of  residence  to  the  place  of  meeting  and 
return,  in  addition  to  mileage  at  the  rate  of  5  cents  a  mile  to 
and  from  the  .place  of  residence,  the  usual  deduction  at  the  rate 
of  $10  per  half  day  'being  made  for  absence  from  meting. 

2.  That  each  member  of  the  Discipline  Committee  shall  be 
paid  the  same  amount  per  half  day  and  mileage  as  is  paid  mem- 
bers of  this  Council  at  its  meetings. 

3.  That  members  of  Committees,  other  than  Discipline  Com- 
mittee, when  meeting  during  the  recess  of  the  Council,  shall  be 
paid  a  per  diem  allowance  of  $15.00  and  $7.50  for  each  half  day, 
and  five  cents  per  mile  for  each  mile  travelled. 

4.  That  each  Examiner  shall  receive  the  sum  of  $20.00,  and 
in  addition  thereto' he  shall  receive  thirty -five  cents  for  each 
paper  he  may  have  to  read  over  the  number  of  fifty  at  each  ex- 
amination. Each  Examiner  shall  also  receive  $15.00  per  diem 
for  each  day's  attendance  at  oral  examinations  and  meetings 
with  the  same  allowance  of  five  cents  per  mile  for  the  distance 
travelled  to  and  from  the  examinations  to  place  of  residence. 

5.  That  the  salary  of  the  Registrar  of  the  Council  be  fixed 
at  .$2,750  per  annum,  to  be  paid  monthly. 

6.  That  the  salary  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council  be  and  is 
hereby  fixed  at  $700  per  annum,  to  be  paid  monthly. 

7.  That  the  salary  of  Mr.  John  Fyfe  as  Public  Prosecutor 
be  $100  per  month,  to  be  paid  monthly. 

8.  That  the  Finance  Committee  be  authorized  to  elect  a  Vice- 
Chairman  with  power. 

9.  The  salary  or  fees  to  be  paid  to  the  Auditor  by  the  Coun- 
cil for  his  services  as  Auditor  be,  and  are  hereby  fixed  at  $75. 
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10.  That  all  By-laws  and  parts  of  By-laws  inconsistent  with 
the  above  clause  be,  and  are  hereby  repealed.

By-law  to  provide  for  the  election  of  the  territorial  members 
of  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Sur- 
geons of  Ontario. 

Whereas,  power  hath  been  granted  to  the  Medical  Council  of 
the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  to  make  By- 
laws to  regulate  the  time  and  manner  of  holding  the  elections 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  R.  S.  0.,  1897, 
C.  176,  S.  6,  56  Vic,  C.  27,  S.  2  (1-2),  and  amendments  thereto, 
be  it  theerfore  enacted  as  follows:

1.  That  this  By-law  shall  only  apply  to  the  election  of  terri 
torial  representatives  of  the  divisions  named  in  schedule  "A, 
and  appended  to  the  amended  Medical  Act  of  1893,  and  for  ap- 
pointing returning  officers  for  the  ensuing  elections  of  territorial 
representatives  to  serve  in  the   Medical   Council  for  the   time 
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allotted  for  them   in   aceordauce   with   the  aineridments   of   the 
Ontario  Medical  Act,  as  made  in  1893,  that  is  to  say :

2.  That  any  member  of  the  College  presenting  himself  for 
election  as  the  representative  of  the  Medical  Council  of  the  Col- 
lege of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  for  a  territorial  divi- 
sion, must  receive  a  nomination  of  at  least  20  (twenty)  registered 
practitioners  resident  in  such  division ;  and  that  such  nomina- 
tion paper  must  be  in  the  hands  of  the  returning  officer  of  the 
division  not  later  than  the  hour  of  2  o'clock  p.m.  on  the  14tli- 
day  of  November,  1910.  In  the  event  of  only  one  candidate  re-, 
eeiving  such  nomination,  it  shall  then  be  the  duty  of  the  return- 
ing officer  to  declare  such  a  candidate  duly  elected,  and  to  notify 
the  Registrar  of  the  College  by  sending  him  such  declaration  in 
writing. 

3.  That  the  Registrar  of  the  College  slvall  send  to  every  regis- 
tered member  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  On- 
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tario   (excepting  only  those  who  are  registered  as  the  Homeo- 
pathic members  thereof),  a  voting  paper   (in  accordance  with 
the  residence  given  on  the  Register),  in  form  of  Schedule  ''A" 
attachied  to  this  By-law,  and  a  circular  directing  the  voter  to 
write  his  or  her  name  as  the  voter,  and  his  or  her  place  of  resi- 
dence, and  the  county  in  which  his  or  her  place  of  residence  is 
situated,  and  to  till  up  said  voting  paper  on  form  of  Schedule 
*'A"  attached  to  this  By-law,  as  directed  in  circular  to  be  en- 
closed.    The  Itegistrar  shall,  fifty  (50)  days  }>efore  the  time  for 
receiving  nominations  for  the  elections,  which  time  is  the  14th 
of  November,  1910,  send  a  post-card  to  every  registered  medical 
practitioner,  excepting  the  Homeopathic  members,  in  the  Pro- 
vince, in  accordance  with  addresses  in  hands  of  Registrar,  giv-. 
ing  the  date  up  to  which  nominations  for  representatives  in  the 
Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  will 
be  received.     The  Registrar  shall  advertise  in  the  medical  .jour- 
nals published  in  Toronto,  during  October,  1910,  the.  fact  that 
mictions  for  the  Medical  Council  are  to  be  held,  stating  the  time 
that  nominations  will  be  received  up  till,  and  the  tim^  of  hold- 
ing the  election.    Also  a  voting  paper  shall  be  sent  to  every  reg- 
istered medical  practitioner  entitled  to  receive  the  same  on  the 
third  Monday  (21st)  of  November,  1910,  and  that  every  member 
of  the  College  not  'having  received  a  voting  paper  on  the  21st 
November,  1910,  when  a  candidate  has  lieen  properly  nominated 
for  their  division,  shall  send  by  post  to  the  Registrar  his  name 
and  address,  and  the  Registrar  shall  forthwith  forward  a  paper 
to  the  members  so  applying.     The  voter  is  to  be  directed  in  the 
circular,  which  is  to  accompany  the  voting  paper,  to  send  by  post 
or  mail  the  voting  paper,  properly  filled  up,  giving  the  name  and 
residence  of  the  person  for  whom  he  or  she  votes,  enclosed  in  an 
envelope,  which  shall  ibe  forwarded  along  with  the  circular  and 
voting  paper.    The  envelope  in'  whic'h  the  voter  is  to  place  his  or 
her  voting  paper  shall  have  the  name  and  address  of  the  return- 
ing officer  appointed  to  act  in  the  territorial  division  in  which 
the  voter  resides. 

4.  That  the  Registrar  of  the  College  shall  mail  the  voting 
paper  to  the  members  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
of  Ontario  who  are  legally  entitled- to  vote,  according  to  their 
address  in  the  possession  of  the  Registrar,  on  the  third  Monday, 
21st  o£  November,  1910,  the  postage,  etc.,  all  of  which  is  to  be 
paid  by  the  College,  and  that  the  Registrar  shall  forward  to  any 
member  making  application  a  voting  paper  for  his  division  after 
the  21st  of  November,  upon  application.  That  the  Registrar 
shall  place  a  stamp  upon  each  of  the  enclosed  envelopes,  which 
are  to  be  used  by  the  members  of  the  College  in  sending  their 
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voting  paper  to  the  returning  officer  for  the  division.  That  the 
returning  officer  shall  receive  votes  sent  to  him  up  to  the  hour  of 
2  o'clock  p.m.,  on  the  5th  December,  1910. 

5.  That  the  returning  officer  in  each  division,  at  the  hour  of 
2  o'clock  p.m.  on  the  4th  of  December,  1910,  shall  open  tlie  en- 
velopes and  carefully  count  and  examine  the  voting  papers,  and 
make  a  record  of  the  entire  number  of  votes  cast,  together  with 
the  declaration  of  the  name  of  the  person  and  address  who  has 
received  the  greatest  number  of  votes,  who  shall  be  declared 
elected  as  the  representative  of  the  division,  and  in  case  two  or 
more  candidates  receive  an  equal  number  of  votes  the  returning 
officer  shall  give  the  casting  vote  for  one  of  such  candidates, 
which  shall  decide  the  election,  and  then,  at  the  hour  of  2  p.m., 
on  the  5th  December,  1910,  when  the  returning  officer  opens  the 
envelope  he  has  received  and  counts  the  votes,  all  or  any  of  the 
candidates  in  the  division,  or  their  agents,  may  be  present,  if 
duly  appointed  and  authorized  to  act  in  writing  on  behalf  of 
any  candidate,  and  see  the  envelopes  opened  and  the  votes 
counted,  and  they  shall  be  permitted  to  examine  all  voting 
papers  to  satisfy  themselves  as  to  the  voting  papers  being  pro- 
perly filled  up,  and  that  the  persons  signing  the  voting  papers 
were,  duly  registered  members  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  Ontario,  and  entitled  to  vote  at  the  election  of  terri- 
torial representatives  in  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of 
Phvsicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario. 


6.  The  returning  officer  in  each  division  shall  not  open  any 
envelopes  he  may  receive  as  returning  officer  until  the  hour  of  2 
o'clock  p.m.,  the  5th  December,  1910,  and  that  the  returning  offi- 
cers, respectively,  shall  seal  up  and  return  all  the  voting  papers 
connected  with  the  election  to  the  Registrar  of  the  College  with- 
in six  (6)  days  from  the  time  appointed  for  holding  the  elec- 
tion, wliich  time  is  2  o'clock  p.m.,  on  the  5th  day  of  December, 
1910. 

That  the  returning  officer  shall  reject  all  voting  papers  that 
are  not  properly  filled  up  in  accordance  with  instructions  con- 
tained in  circular  which  is  to  be  sent  with  each  voting  paper. 

The  returning  officer  shall  return  all  envelopes  received  after 
2  o'clock  p.m.,  on  the  5th  December,  1910,  stamped  as  returning 
officer  of  the  division,  to  the  Registrar  of  the  College,  unopend 
and  marked  "too  late." 

That  the  Registrar,  on  receiving  declaration  from  the  return- 
ing officer,  declaring  a  candidate  has  received  the  largest  number 
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of  votes  ill  the  division,  shall  forthwith  inform  the  candidate 
declared  elected  that  he  has  been  chosen  to  represent  said  divi- 
sion in  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  Ontario,  and  the  Registrar  shall  inform  each  mem 
ber  so  elected  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Council  after  the  said  election  shall  have  taken  place. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  R-egistrar  to  attend  the  said 
meeting  of  the  Council  and  to  have  with  him  there  and  then  al^ 
the  papers  and  documents  sent  to  bim  by  the  returning  officers, 
in  order  that  they  might  be  submitted  to  the  Council,  and  the 
representatives  so  named  by  the  returning  officers  as  duly  elected 
shall  form  the  territorial  representatives  to  the  Medical  Council 
of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario. 

8.  It  is  hereby  enacted  that  the  returning  oflScer  of  each 
division  is  to  be  named  by  the  Council  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee and  appointed  by  the  Council,  and  in  case  any  returning 
officer  appointed  either  refuses  to  act  or  is  incapacitated,  that  the 
Registrar  shall  fill  such  vacancy  by  appointing  some  member  of 
the  College  residing  in  the  territorial  division  on  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Council. 

That  the  fee  for  acting  a.s  returning  officer  shall  be  ten  dol- 
lars ($10)  for  each  division. 

9.  The  form  of  voting  paper  sent  to  each  member  of  the 
CoUege  and  the  form  of  circular  to  be  used  at  election  of  terri- 
torial representatives  to  the  Medical  Council,  is  to  be  the  same 
as  that  on  Schedules  "A"  and  "B"  appended  to  this  By-law.

Now,  therefore,  the  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  Ontario  enacts  as  follows: 

The  annual  fee  determined  by  By-law  of  the  Council,  under 
the  authority  of  Section  27  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  shall  not 
be  due  and  payable  by  any  member  of  the  College  who,  by  rea- 
son of  absence  from  the  Province,  shall  in  no  way  practice  Medi- 
cine, Surgery  or  Midwifery  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  during 
the  .year  for  \\-thich  snch  annual  fee  may  be  imposed,  but  such 
member  of  the  College  s'hall  notify  the  Registrar  that  he  is  leav- 
ing the  Province,  and  then'  notify  him  on  his  return — upon  do- 
ing this,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Registrar  to  exempt  him 
from  the  fee  impo.sed  for  that  time. 

The  members  so  claiming  shall  prove  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Reg^istrar  that  they  have  not  practised  their  profession  in 
tlie  P'rovince  of  Ontario  during  the  3'ear  or  years  for  which  suoh 
fee  has  been  imposed,  but  shall,  if  the  Registrar  requires  it,  make 
a  statutory  deeiaration  to  that  etfect,  and  furnish  .such  other  evi- 
dence as  may  be  required. 

The  decision  of  the  Registrar  upon  such  application  as  to  the 
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liability  of  the  applicant  for  the  fee  in  question  shall  be  final 
and  conclusive — subject  to  appeal  to  next  meeting  of  Council.

ANNUAL  ANNOUNCEMENT. 


By-Law  No.  4. 


That  this  by-law  shall  apply  to  the  payment  of  members  of 
Council,  members  of  Committees,  members  of  Board  of  Exam- 
iners, and  Officials. 

Whereas  power  has  been  granted  to  the  Medical  Council  of 
the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  to  fix  the 
amount  to  be  paid  to  its  members  and  officers,  under  sections 
12  and  13  of  the  Ontario  iledieal  Act,  be  it  therefore  enacted 
and  it  is  hereby  enacted : 

1.  That  the  sessional  indemnity  for  members  this  session  be 
$100.  together  with  $10  for  every  half-day  occupied  in  travelling 
from  their  place  of  residence  to  the  place  of  meeting  and  return, 
in  addition  to  mileage  at  the  rate  of  5  cents  a  mile  to  and  from 
the  place  of  residence,  the  usual  deduction  at  the  rate  of  $10  per 
half-day  being  made  for  absence  from  meeting. 

2.  That  each  member  of  the  Discipline  Committee  shall  be 
paid  the  same  amount  per  half-day  and  mileage  as  is  paid  mem 
i)ers  of  this  Council  at  its  meetings. 

3.  That  members  of  Committees,  other  than  Discipline  Com 
mittee,  when  meeting  during  the  recess  of  the  Council,  shall  bfe 
paid  a  per  diem  allowance  of  $15  and  $7.50  for  each  half-day. 
and  5  cents  per  mile  for  each  mile  travelled. 

4.  That  each  Examiner  shall  receive  the  sura  of  $20,  and  in 
-addition  thereto  he  shall  receive  35  cents  for  each  paper  he 
may  have  to  read  over  the  number  of  fifty  at  each  examination. 
Each  Examiner  shall  also  receive  $15  per  diem  for  each  day's 
attendance  at  oral  examinations  and  meetings,  with  the  same 
allowance  of  5  cents  per  mile  for  the  distance  travelled  to  and 
from  the  examinations  to  place  of  residence. 

5.  That  the  salary  of  the  Registrar  of  the  Council  be  fixed 
at  $2,750  per  annum,  to  be  paid  monthly. 

6.  That  the  salary  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council  be  and  Is 
hereby  fixed  at  $700  per  annum,  to  be  paid  monthly. 

7.  That  the  salary  of  Mr.  as  Public  Prosecutor  be  $100 

per  month,  to  be  paid  monthly. 

8.  That  the  Finance  Committee  be  authorized  to  elect  a 
Vice-Chairman  with  power. 

9.  The  salary  or  fees  to  be  paid  to  the  Auditor  by  the  Coun- 
cil for  his  «r vices  as  Auditor  be  and  are  hereby  fixed  at  $75. 
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10.  That  all  by-laws  and  parts  of  by-laws  inconsistent  witb 
The  above  clause  be  and  are  hereby  repealed.

By-Law  No.  8. 

Whereas  the  Medical  Council,  under  the  authority  of  Section 
6  of  Chapter  27  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Amendment,  1903. 
adopted  Section  27  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  R.S.O.  1897, 
Chap.  148,  and  Section  41a  amending  the  same,  of  an  Act  passed 
in  the  fifty-fourth  year  of  Her  Ma.jesty's  reign,  Chapter  26.  en- 
titled "An  Act  to  Amend  the  Ontario  Medical  Act." 

And  whereas  by  the  said  Section  6  of  the  Ontario  Medical 
Amendment  Act,  1893,  the  Council  have  power  from  time  to 
time  to  make  by-laws. 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  that  any  member  of  the  College 
of  Physician>s  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  who  may  not  practice  in 
any  year  in  the  Province  should  be  relieved  of  payment  of  the 
Annual  Fee  for  such  year ; 
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Now,  therefore,  the  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  Ontario  enacts  as  follows: 

The  Annual  Fee  determined  by  by-law  of  the  Council,  under 
the  authority  of  Section  27  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  shall  not 
be  due  and  payable  by  any  member  of  the  College  who,  by 
reason  of  absence  from  the  Province,  shall  in  no  way  practice 
medicine,  surgery  or  midwifery  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  dur- 
ing the  year  for  which  such  annual  fee  may  be  imposed,  but 
such  member  of  the  College  shall  notify  the  Registrar  that  he  is 
leaving  the  Province,  and  then  notify  him  on  his  return ;  upon 
doing  this  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Registrar  to  exempt  him 
from  the  fee  imposed  for  that  time.  * 

The  members  so  claiming  shall  prove  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Registrar  that  they  have  not  practised  their  profession  in  the 
Province  of  Ontario  during  the  year  or  years  for  which  such  fee 
has  been  imposed,  but  shall,  if  the  Registrar  require  it,  make  a 
statutory  declaration  to  that  effect  and  furnish  such  other  evi- 
dence as  may  be  required. 

The  decision  of  the  Registrar  upon  such  application  as  to 
the  liability  of  the  applicant  for  the  fee  in  question  shall  be  final 
and  conclusive,  subject  to  appeal  to  next  meeting  of  Council.

By-Law  No.  9. 


By-law  to  levy  annual  fee. 

Whereas  it  is  necessary  and  expedient  that  an  annual  fee  be 
paid  by  each  member  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
of  Ontario  towards  the  general  expenses  of  the  College,  and 
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Whereas  the  Council  is  authorized  by  the  Statute  to  pass 
by-laws  for  this  purpose ; 

Now,  therefore,  the  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  enacts  as  follows: 

That  each  mem'ber  of  the  College  shall  pay  to  the  Registrai 
towards  the  general  expenses  of  the  College  for  the  current  year 
^n  annual  fee  of  two  dollars  ($2),  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  Revised  Statutes  of  Ontario  1897, 
■Chap.  176,  Section  43,  Sub-sections  1  and  2.

'■onded  by  Dr.  Mac  Coll,  that  the  same  be  adopted. 

The  President  put  the  niotion.  which,  on  a  vote  having  l)een 
taken,  was  declared  carried  and  the  report  adopted  as  follows: 

'The  President  and  Members  of  the  Council,  College  of  Physi- 
cians and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  170  T^niversity  Avenue, 
Toronto : 

Xxentlemen, — 

The  undersigned  Committee,  duly  appointed  by  by-law  for 
the  purposes  of  Section  35  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  were  by 
:resolution  passed  by  the  Executive  Cmnmittee  of  the  Council  on 
3rd  February,  1913,  directed  to  enquire  into  and  ascertain  the

Objection  was  taken  by  Dr.  S'inson  to  the  constitution  of  the-

cil. This  objection,  having  been  obviously  taken  in  error,  was 
over-ruled. 

Objection  was  also  taken  to  service  of  the  notice  of  meeting 
upon  the  ground  that  by  a  clerical  error  the  notice  first  served 
specified  the  time  of  the  meeting  as  2  o'clock  in  the  forenoon.

The  evidence  of  Dr.  Stinson  conflicts  with  the  evidence  of 
the  witnesses  Dale  and  Johnson. 

The  evidence  of  the  witnesses  Dale  and  Johnson  was  strongly- 
corroborated. 

As  to  the  witness  Dale,  an  attempt  was  made  to  discredit  her 
evidence  by  presenting  the  evidence  of  one  witness  that  he  would 
not  believe  iher  upon  oath,  but  after  consideration  of  the  evi- 
dence and  with  special  regard  to  the  demeanor  of  the  witnesses 
and  the  said  Albert  W.  Stinson,  the  Committee  reached  the 
unanimous  conclusion  that  the  evidence  of  the  witnesses  Dale 
and  Johnson  must  be  accepted  where  such  evidence  conflicts  with 
that  of  Dr.  Stinson.

2.  That  the  said  Albert  W.  Stinson  agreed  with  the  said 
Emma  Dale  to  procure  sueh  abortion  in  consideration  of  the 
sum  of  $15,  which  she  paid  to  him. 

3.  That  on  or  about  Friday,  the  13th  day  of  August.  1909.

That  whereas  the  Discipline  Committee  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  on  the  3rd  day  of  July, 
A.D.  1913,  made  their  report  to  the  Council  of  the  said  College 
of  the  facts  of  the  case  of  Benjamin  E.  Hawke,  a  registered 
medical  practitioner,  alleged  to  have  been  guilty  of  infamous  and 
disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional  respect,  and  to  be  therefore 
liable  to  have  his  name  erased  from  the  register  of  the  said 
College ; 

Now,  therefore,  be  it  Resolved,  That  the  said  report  of  the 
said  Discipline  Committee  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  received 
and  adopted. 

And  be  it  further  Resolved,  That  the  acts  and  conduct  of  the 
said  Benjamin  E.  Hawke,  ascertained  by  the  said  Discipline 
Committee  and  stated  in  the  said  report,  constitute  infamous  and 
disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional  respect,  and  that  the  said 
Benjamin  E.  Hawke  is  therefore  liable  to  have  his  name  erased 
from  the  said  register. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved,  That  the  name  of  the  said 
Benjamin  E.  Hawke  be  forthwith  erased  from  the  register  kept 
lay  the  Registrar  of  the  said  College  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  and  that  the  Registrar  be  and  he  is 
hereby  directed  to  erase  from  the  said  Register  the  name  of  the 
said  Benjamin  E.  Hawke. 

And  it  is  further  directed,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Ontario  Medical  Act,  that  the  costs  of  and  incidental  to  the  said 
erasure  and  of  and  incidental  to  the  said  enquiry  by  the  said 
Committee  be  paid  to  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
Ontario  forthwith  after  taxation  thereof  by  one  of  the  taxing 
officers  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice  of  Ontario,  and  the  Regis- 
trar of  the  said  College  is  hereby  directed  after  such  taxation  to 
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obtain  the  issue  of  such  execution  or  executions  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  collection  of  such  costs  by  the  said  College  of  Physi- 
cians and  Surgeons  of  Ontario.

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Council  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario : 

Gentlemen, — 

As  your  representatives  on  the  ^Medical  Council  of  Canada 
we  beg  to  report  as  follows : 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Dominion  Medical  Council  was  held 
at  Ottawa  in  November  last,  and  was  continued  for  three  days, 
during  which  time  organization  was  effected,  officers  elected  and 
a  Constitution  drafted. 
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For  various  reasons  it  was  necessary  to  adjourn  this  meeting 
till  June  17th  of  this  year,  when  the  Council  resumed  and  com- 
pleted its  work. 

The  Parliament  of  Canada  placed  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand 
dollars  to  the  credit  of  the  Council,  and  gave  its  assent  to  our 
Constitution,  Rules  and  Regulations. 

The  Register  of  the  Council  was  opened  on  July  1st,  1913, 
and  members  of  the  profession  in  any  Province  may  register 
under  the  ten-year  clause  by  producing  the  necessary  creden- 
tials and  paying  the  fee  of  one  hundred  dollars.  It  is,  of  course, 
optional  with  the  several  Provinces  to  admit  these  men  without 
further  examination. 

Dr.  R.  W.  Powell,  180  Cooper  St.,  Ottawa,  Ont.,  is  Registrar, 
and  will  be  glad  to  furnish  information  to  intending  applicants. 

The  Council  appointed  a  Board  of  Examiners,  and  the  first 
examination  will  be  held  at  Montreal  in  October  next. 

Those  who  pass  this  examination  will  be  entitled  to  registra- 
tion in  any  Province  without  further  examination  on  producing 
the  Dominion  Council  certificate  and  paying  the  usual  Pro- 
vincial fee. 

It  is  provided  that  students  who  are  eligible  for  the  final 
examination  in  any  Province  may,  on  producing  a  certificate  to 
this  effect  from  the  Registrar  of  the  Council  of  that  Province, 
take  the  Dominion  Council  examination.  It  will,  therefore,  be 
necessary  for  each  Provincial  Medical  Council  to  instruct  its 
Registrar  regarding  such  certificate  and  the  fee  necessary  for 
the  same. 

Practitioners  of  ten  years  or  more  may  register  with  the 
Dominion  Council,  but  this  registration  does  not  carry  with  it 
the  right  to  register  in  any  Province  of  the  Dominion  without 
further  examination  if  the  Council  of  any  Province  is  not  satis- 
fied with  this  period  of  years.  It  will,  therefore,  be  necessary 
for  this  Council  to  pronounce  on  this  point  and  instruct  the 
Registrar  accordingly. 

A  copy  of  the  Constitution,  Rules  and  Regulations  relating 
to  registration  under  the  Canada  Medical  Act,  and  the  examina- 
tion for  the  license  of  the  Medical  Council  of  Canada  it  attached 
to  this  report.

Whereas,  it  will  be  necessary  for  our  Registrar  to  examine 
the  certificates  of  such  students  in  the  same  way  as  if  they

Therefore,  be  it  Resolved,  That  our  Registrar  be  instructed, 
and  is  hereby  instructed,  to  issue  such  certificates  to  those  appli- 
cants for  the  same  who  are  entitled  to  receive  them  and  that 
the  fee  for  this  certificate  be  $25.00.    Carried. 

The  following  resolution  WiES  mioved  by  Dr.  Spankie,  sec- 
onded by  Dr.  Gibson : 

Whereas,  it  is  provided  by  the  Constitution,  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations of  the  Medical  Council  of  Canada  that  practitioners  of 
ten  or  more  years'  experience  in  any  Province  of  Canada  may 
register  with  the  Dominion  Medical  Council; 

Whereas,  such  registration  does  not  necessarily  carry  with 
it  the  right  to  register  in  any  Province  unless  the  Council  of 
such  Province  is  satisfied. 

Therefore,  be  it  Resolved,  That  this  Council  hereby  instruct 
our  Registrar  to  accept  Dominion  Registration  as  full  qualifi- 
cation for  license  in  Ontario,  subject  lonly  to  the  production  of 
the  necessary  credentials  and  payment  of  the  usual  fee. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Spankie,  seconded  by  Dr.  Gibson,  the  fol- 
lowing was  inserted  in  the  Annual  Announcement  under  Sec- 
tion IV.:  "That  qualified  licentiates  in  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  in  good  standing,  are  required  to  pay 
a  fee  of  ($5)  five  dollars"  for  the  necessary  credentials  to  be 
furnished  by  the  Registrar  to  practitioners  of  ten  or  more  years' 
experience  who  desire  to  register  with  the  Dominion  Medical 
Council. 

It  was  moved  by  Dr.  Fergusion,  seconded  by  James  Mae- 
Callum,  that  the  following  be  added  as  Clause  f,  Para  1,  Section 
IV,  under  "Fees,"  in  the  Announcement  of  1913:  "Fee  pay- 
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able  for  Certificate  of  Registrar  re  eligibility  of  candidates  for 
examination  of  the  Dominion  Medical  Council  ($25)  twenty- 
five  dollars." 

Dr.  MacOoU  presented  and  read  the  report  of  the  Registra- 
tion Committee  and  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Varden,  that  th« 
report  be  adopted.

Gentlemen, — Your  Committee  desire  to  congratulate  the 
Council  on  the  fact  that  this  year's  work  shows  a  deficit  of  but 

$810.57. 

The  Auditor  has  pointed  out  in  his  report  that  a  consider- 
able sum  is  owing  on  assessment  dues.  "We  would  draw  attention 
to  the  fact  that  although  the  number  of  registered  practitioners 
has  increased,  the  income  from  assessment  dues  has  fallen  from 
$6,027  in  1908-9  to  $4,740  in  1912-13.  There  are  now  in  the 
register  2,928  members.  Being  informed  that  there  are  many 
practising  whose  names  are  not  on  the  register  or  are  entered  as. 
of  unknown  address,  we  recommend  that  the  Council  take  cog- 
nizance of  this  condition  of  affairs  and  that  the  Registrar  be  in- 
structed and  is  hereby  instructed  to  take  immediate  steps  to  col- 
lect arrears  of  over  two  years'  standing  and  to  consult  all  avail- 
able directories  and  other  sources  of  information  to  get  the 
names  and  addresses  of  all  active  practitioners  in  the  Province 
of  Ontario. 

In  view  of  the  valuable  services  rendered  by  Miss  Rose  during 
the  illness  of  our  Registrar,  we  recommend  that  she  be  given  an 
honorarium  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100),  and  that  her  salary- 
be  increased  to  fiften  dollars  per  week. 

The  sessional  indemnity  we  recommend  to  be  the  same  as  that 
of  last  year.
